Tim Injurious effects of tarred roads 
upon neighboring vegetation have been 
described in numerous articles em a­ 
nating from both American and E u ro ­ 
pean sources, fine of the latest Inves­ 
tigations of this subject has been m ade 
ut Milan by U. Brizi. The plants most 
susceptible to dam age of this sort, 
says Signor Brizi. are species of horse 
chestnut 
(Aescrulus 
Hlppocastanufn 
and Aecarnea), the leaves of which, 
at the beginning of summer, turn rusty 
at the edge arid curl up slightly, while 
their surface is covered with num er­ 
ous small spots, which, at first, are 
yellow arui look as if covered with a 
thin layer of shining varnish. The leaf 
then curls up more and more, dries, 
and vis 
easily 
blown 
awny. 
O ther 
plants very sensitive to the effects of 
tar are Forsythia vlrldlsslrna, Fagus 
sylvuticti, Lagers!ruemlii Indica, Mag­ 
nolia grandlflora, Deutziu and Cornus. 
The dam age Is caused almost entirely 
hy the very fin** dust raised by the 
passage of motorcars. 
This dust set­ 
tles slowly and is most abundant on 
low plants and the lower brunches of 
trees. 
Once deposited, th** small p ar­ 
ticles of tar give off injurious vapors 
when strongly heated by th** sun. Blunt 
ami parts of pluiits not directly reach­ 
ed by th** sun never show ibis d am ­ 
age, while plants exposed to the sun 
ar** injured In proportion to the in­ 
tensity and duration of sunshine. T he 
hest remedy Is to keep down the dust 
by the regular aud abundant watering 
of the roads.—Scientific American.
